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NEW FLAG FOR LATVIAN SSR — Riga, Soyetskaya Latviya, 18 Jan 53 

By a 17 January 1953 ukase of the Presidium, Supreme Soviet Latvian SSR, 
changes in the state flag have been decreed. The old flag vas red with a 
gold h a mm er and sickle and above them the gold letters ’'IPSR” in the upper left 
corner near the staff. 

The new flag is made up of five horizontal stripes --a red upper stripe 
occupying two thirds of the width of the flag and four undulant stripes, al- 
ternately • white and blue, representing the sea, making up the remaining one 
third of the width of the flag. In the upper left corner, one fifth the 
horizontal distance from the staff, there are a gold hammer and sickle and above 
them a red five-pointed star, outlined in gold. The over-all ratio of width 
to length of the flag ia 1:2. 

The ukase also provided that a proposal for the pertinent changes and 
amendments to Article 116 of the Latvian Constitution be introduced for con- 
firmation by the Supreme Soviet of the republic.
